Kresge Foundation Makes $50,000 Library Grant 


Presbyterian College has re- 
ceived a $50,000 grant from the 
Kresge Foundation toward the 
cost of the new library building 
now under construction. 

The gift by this national foun- 
dation of Detroit, Mich., is being 
added to hundreds of other con- 
tributions from individuals, cor- 
porations and foundations to 
help underwrite the $1.3 million 
construction cost of the new 
library. 

The Kresge Foundation is 
widely known for its generous 
support of higher education and 
of various religious, health and 
youth agencies. It was founded 
in 1924 by Sebastian Kresge, 
founder of the Kresge Company. 

The PC building was started 
last January and is scheduled 
for completion next May. It will 
be named the James H. Thoma- 
son, Sr., Library in honor of 
the chief benefactor. Located in 
the center of the campus, it 
will free the present library- 


administration building for ex- 
clusive use as an administrative 
facility. 


Tull Foundation 
Ups Fund to $60,000 


Another $15,000 grant from the 
Tull Foundation of Atlanta brings 
to $60,000 the total amount this 
organization has given to en- 
dow a scholarship in memory of 
Joseph McKeehan Tull. 

Income from this fund is used 
to provide annual grants to 
needy PC students of sound 
character, academic ability and 
leadership potential. Earlier en- 
dowment gifts totaling $45,000 
were made several years ago. 

In bearing the Tull name, the 
scholarship honors the man who 
was the founder of the J. M. Tull 
Metal and Supply Company and 
of the foundation. An outstand- 
ing leader of the new industrial 
South, he directed his company 


as president from its establish- 
ment in 1914 until 1951, at which 
time he became board chairman 
and Pollard Turman became 
president.

Y outh moves predominantly into the alumni 
leadership after recent elections. The 1974 of-

ANNUAL GIVING NEARS $150,000 


The accelerating pace of Annual Giving pushed 
the 1973 total to $147,544 by November 13 —an 
increase of almost 20 percent since mid-October. 
Contributors now number 1,651. 


In an effort to achieve the record $200,000 goal, 
the response in all categories exceeds every 
previous year at this date. The summary: Alumni— 
$78,670 (1,177 gifts); PC Associates—$20,369 (70); 
Parents — $15,202 (114); Friends — $33,303 (290). 
Among the major objectives, the Walter Johnson 
Club stands at $41,000. 


South Carolina Tuition Grants 
Aid Students To Attend College 


This fall, 104 PC students benefit to the tune of 
$144,100 from the South Carolina Tuition Grants 
program inaugurated by the state legislature to 
aid South Carolina students in attending one of 
the 20 private colleges within the state. 

In the picture above, President Weersing (right) 
is presented the handful of checks for disburse- 
ment to the PC recipients. They were brought to 
the campus by Laine Ligon (left), who serves as 
program coordinator for the SC Tuition Grants 
Committee and who also happens to be a 1970 
graduate of PC. The ten-member committee, com- 
posed of legislators and educators, selects the 
recipients and determines the amount of each 
grant. 

The 1973 legislature appropriated $4 million to 
this program, with the result that some 2,100 fresh- 
men and 1,300 upperclassmen throughout the 
state received grants to attend the 20 colleges. 
Each award may range up to $1,500 per year (or 
full tuition and fees, whichever is less), based 
on financial need, academic merit and moral 
character. 

The 104 awards to PC students averaged $1,384 
per grant. They were made to 63 freshmen, 17 
sophomores, 13 juniors and 11 seniors.

each succeeding session over the past several years 
attest to the demand, and indications are the 1974 
resident freshman class will be limited to approximately

ties are available in a broad variety of programs. 


Co-op Program With Clemson Offers 
Liberal Arts-Engineering Degrees 


A cooperative liberal arts-engineering dual de- 
gree program has been inaugurated this fall by 
Clemson University and Presbyterian College. It 
provides students with the opportunity to receive 
degrees from both institutions through a special 
five-year program of study. 

Dean W. Fred Chapman said a candidate will 
spend the first three years of his college career 
at PC in liberal arts study with concentration in 
mathematics-physics and the remaining two years 
at Clemson in the engineering discipline of his 
choice. Dr. Chapman added: 

“This unusual combination of study on two 
differently oriented campuses will provide a stu- 
dent with excellent engineering training strongly 
complemented by extensive study in the humani- 
ties and social sciences. Thus, a graduate will 
be well-trained to pursue a technical career 
oriented to the social problems relevant to to- 
day’s society.” 

Clemson and PC will provide a faculty mem- 
ber to serve as joint class advisers to assist 
students in preparing their academic programs. 
Upon successful completion of the three years 
at PC, students will automatically be accepted 
for enrollment at Clemson and move on to qualify 
after two years for both the BS degree in math- 
physics from Presbyterian and the BS in the 
chosen engineering field from Clemson. 
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
